(HARLESTON, W.Va. (AP) - The 
full extent of damage to orchards in 
the Eastern Panhandle of West 
Virginia will not be* known until the 
weather stays warm for several days 
and the buds tipped with frost from 
last week’s cold snap turn black. 
Robert Burkhart, an apple and 
peach grower in the Martinsburg area 
for the past 25 years, said Sunday he 
fears there has been “a lot of damage” 
from frost. 
The fruit trees in the panhandle 
budded earlier than usual due to a 
stretch of warm weather in March. 
Wintry temperatures returned last 
week, with a bud-killing frost. 
The peach crop will be damaged 
more than the area’s extensive apple 
orchards, he said, because the peaches 
were in full bloom when the frost hit, 
while apple buds have not yet fully 
opened.

Watergate 
Showdown Near 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen. Charles 
McC. Mathias, R-Md., says “ if we’re 
forced to the last resort,” he would 
support the Senate arrest and trial of 
any White House aide who refuses a 
subpoena 
to testify before 
the 
Watergate investigating committee. 
Mathias said lYesident Nixon has 
defied the spirit of the Constitution by 
shielding presidential aides from 
congressional questioning in the 
Watergate case. 


The scandal, Mathias said in an 
interview, has become “ a serious 
embarrassment for the Republican 
IMirty ... a stain that does not wash 
away.” 


The Maryland senator went beyond 
other GOF critics when he endorsed 
the last-resort arrest and trial for 
contempt of any White House aide who 
refuses a subpoena to testify under 
oath about the Watergate bugging and 
related allegations of Republican 
political espionage and sabotage 
during the presidential campaign. 


Sen. Sam J. Ervin Jr., D-N.C., 
chairman of the Senate investigating 
committee, 
has 
suggested 
the 
possibility of such a confrontation. 
“ I think that’s the last resort and if 
we’re forced to tile last resort, I would 
support it,” Mathias said. “ I think 
there are some necessary steps in ad­ 
vance.” 


He said there should tx* an attempt to 
repair the traditional system of 
compromise through which presidents 
and congressmen have 
averted 
traumatic confrontations. 
Whether or not Nixon bends in the 
current stand-off, Mathias said, 
Congress ought to pass legislation 
explicitly defining the scope of 
executive privilege.

MacStiofain 
Turned Loose 
By British 


DUBLIN (AP) — Sean MacStiofain, 
former chief of staff of the Irish 
Republican Army, was freed from jail 
today still looking pale and drawn 
from a 59-day hunger strike he staged 
last December and January. 
His future with the guerrilla army 
was uncertain. 
“ I remain an unrepentant re­ 
publican separatist,” said the 44-year- 
old Anglo-Irishman. “ I’m not well 
physically but in good spirits.” 
His wife, Maire, picked him up at the 
jail at the Curragh army camp west of 
Dublin. 
He refused to comment on his future 
with the IRA’s Provisional wing. His 
abandonment of his hunger strike after 
much publicized vows to fast to the 
death reportedly did serious damage 
to his prestige within the underground 
army. 
The Irish government jailed Mac­ 
Stiofain almost five months ago for 
being a member of the IRA. He swore 
he would take neither food nor liquids 
until he was freed, either by the gov­ 
ernment or by death. 
He is reported to have been suc­ 
ceeded as chief of staff by David 
O’Connell, a former schoolmaster. 
“ Everyone in Ireland wants peace, 
but republicans want a peace that is 
going to last,” said MacStiofain. 
“ A lasting peace will come when the 
British government accepts the terms 
that were put to them last summer— 
the right of the Irish people to deter­ 
mine their own destiny, amnesty for 
political prisoners and the withdrawal 
of troops.”

License Plate O utlook Better? 


Atter an extensive seven weeks of 
hearings by the Finance Committee, it 
now appears that the new two-year 
budget for Ohio will soon be on the 
floor of the House for a vote. 


A major change that took place in 
committee hearings is an additional 
appropriation for all phases of 
education over and above what was 
originally thought possible. 


This increase in appropriations is 
due to revised budget estimates by the 
Department of Finance. Several 
sources of state income will be higher 
than originally projected, while only 
the cigarette tax revenue will be down 
from the original estimate. 


Other areas that have been tapped 
for additional funding are the mental 
health programs and the community 
action programs. 


The additional revenue is estimated 
to be 118 million dollars. While this is a 
significant amount, the increase 
represents just over I percent of 
nearly a IO billion dollar budget. 


If passed by the House, the budget 
moves on to the Senate for further 
study and adoption. 


In House action this week a measure 
that would allow a person arrested for 
violation of certain traffic laws to 
relinquish his driver’s license for bond 
was approved. 
Under the provisions of the bill the 
court, if it chose to, could accept a 
license for bond and then issue a card 
to the driver charged to serve as a 
valid license until the case is settled. 
Another bill approved by the House 
would permit municipalities to adopt a 
plan to give policemen and firemen 
pay raises for authorized educational 
achievement. The bill applies only to 
police and fire departments in non­ 
charter cities and in cities whose 
charters incorporate the state civil 
service status. 
Any pay raise would be exempt from 
competitive examination and would 
not be considered a promotion. 


In the Senate this week a bill which 
would reduce the legal age of majority 
from 21 to 18 in nearly every area 
except the purchase and use of alcohol 
was approved. Most of the debate on 
the bill centered around the question of 
lowering the drinking age in Ohio to 18. 
Those in favor of lowering the age 
for drinking argued that it would be 
incongruous to allow 18 year olds to 
participate in all aspects of adulthood 
except the privilege of drinking 
alcohol. 
Opponets cited statistics from 
Michigan indicating that there has 
been a dramatic increase in the 
number of traffic accidents involving 
teenagers who have been drinking 
since the lowering of the drinking age 
there. 
The amendment to lower the age of 
drinking was defeated 17 -14, and now 
comes to the House where further 
debate is assured. 


The State Board of Education this 
week approved a special charter for a 
secondary school system within Ohio’s 
penal institutions. The approval thus 
ends two years of study and planning 
by state officials on a compulsive high 
school curriculum for penitentiary 
inmates. 
The State Board’s action will give 
the Department of Rehabilitation and 
Correction the authority to bring the 
programs currently under way in the 
seven correctional institutions under 
one central school system. Those 
seven 
facilities 
involved 
are 
Chillicothe, lebanon, london, Man­ 
sfield, Marion, Marysville, and the 
Southern Ohio prison at Lucasville. 
The charter system also allows 
inmates who wish to participate in 
high school-level courses not offered in 
the institution to which they are

COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) — The 
Irid ic Utilities Commission of Ohio is 
expected to return a decision within 30 
days on a $9.4 million emergency rate 
hike request by United Telephone of 
Ohio.

additional revenue while the PUCO 
reviews an earlier request for a $17 
million permanent rate hike. 
If approved, the1 emergency increase 
would bring an average boost of $2.30 
each month for United’s 330,000 sub­ 
scribers in 52 counties.

Dembinski. Only a few states, have 
that kind of paint, and none this year 
had a safety slogan. 
Even the safety slogan drew fire 
from many quarters. It was a bad year 
for Ohio license plates. 
But, Dembinski looks forward with 
more hope for 1974. Maybe, he hopes, it 
will be a good year and the complaints 
will number only a few thousand.

So you really think that food prices 
are high! I jet’s take a look and com­ 
pare food prices-first, to prices in other 
countries, then to prices of other 
products or services in the U.S. 
Beef roasts sold for $2.08 per pound 
in Bonn, Germany, in mid-March, 
Kobe beef, Japan’s finest cut, ran $17. 
plus per pound to selected customers 
last month. 
If beef had risen as fast as medical 
care since 1952 (20 years) steers would 
tx* selling for $72. per hundred pounds 
live weight, not $45.00; if as fast as the 
average factory pay increases, they 
would sell for $80 Compared to the 
cost of having a baby a live beef should 
sell for $120. per hundred pounds. First 
class postage went from 3 cents to 8 
cents in 20 years - if eggs had climbed 
as high as postage, you’d pay $1.61 a 
dozen instead of 70 cents. 
Now, what about tile farmers’ costs? 
Hie National Farm & Equipment 
Dealers Assn. says that a 1950 manure 
spreader cost $390. compared to one of 
the same quality today at a cost of 
$1,934. If a farmer’s price for eggs had 
followed the price he has to pay for a 
manure spreader, the price of eggs 
would be $2.99 a dozen. 
They say the price of food today is 
too high. . . .but the question is, 
‘‘compared to what?”

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Is it possible to determine the sex of 
a child before it is born? 
There are vague reports that this 
can now be established scientifically.

Dear Mrs. R.: 
The ability fo prophesy the sex of a 
child has alw ays captivated the 
imagination of everyone. 
Interest in this phenomenon varies 
from those who are awaiting a Crown 
Prince and Heir Apparent to those who 
simply want to know whether to paint 
the crib pink or blue. 
There is as yet no positive way to de­ 
termine definitely the sex of a child 
before it is born. 
Studies now make it possible to ana­ 
lyze the fluid that surrounds the baby 
before birth. Photographs can actually 
be taken of the inside of the uterus. 
Hormone studies of the unborn in­ 
fant, in addition to these and other in­ 
genious techniques, may soon prog­ 
nosticate sex before birth. 
A fascinating symposium recently 
took place in Jerusalem, Israel. At this 
chromosome conference, the question 
arose as to whether or not parents of 
an unborn child should be told the sex 
in advance of its birth.

Very recently, a report was released 
by the Institute for Medical Research 
in Camden, N.J. 
The American Medical Association’s 
Science Editor, Frank Chappell, re­ 
leased to doctors their findings that 
blowing soap bubbles may be hazar­ 
dous to health. Fifty-five samples of 
three different brands of soap bubble 
solution were tested. 
The Institute said, "The fact that 
children’s soap bubbles have been 
found to contain a high concentration 
of potentially pathogenic (disease- 
bearing) organisms (germs) indicates 
a possible source of infection.” 
The research also showed that sev­ 
eral brands of liquid laundry and dish­ 
washer detergent and children’s 
shampoo were examined for bacteria 
and that no gross contamination was 
detected. 
Further tests on the contents of eight 
factory-sealed bottles of bubble solu­ 
tion showed a significant number of 
bacteria. This indicates that at least 
some of the contamination occurred in 
the factory. 
Until Public Health studies satisfy 
safety rules, it would seem advisable 
to suspend this activity.

“ Beyond any doubt, the greatest 
engine ever invented for the discovery 
of truth.” 
John Henry Wigmore, famed legal 
authority, was not talking about such 
modern devices as the lie detector or 
truth serum. He was talking about the 
ancient art of cross-examination—that 
is, 
the 
use 
of 
careful, 
patient 
questioning to get at the facts. 
You as a consumer can put this 
“ engine” to good use every time you 
go 
shopping. 
Asking 
the 
right 
questions about a product can do 
wonders toward helping you get your 
money’s worth. 
But one vital distinction should 
always be kept in mind—the distinc­ 
tion between questions of fact and 
questions of opinion. This distinction is 
a key to your legal rights as a con­ 
sumer. 
Suppose you ask, ‘‘How much weight 
will this water bed support?” This is a 
question of fact. The seller is legally 
bound to give you 
accurate 
in­ 
formation. 
But suppose you ask, “ What do you 
think of these water beds?” That is a 
mere question of opinion. The seller 
can say ‘‘They’re just great!” or 
‘‘They 
make 
you 
feel 
IO years 
younger!” without incurring any legal 
responsibility 
at 
all. 
The 
law 
assumes—realistically—that a seller 
is likely to exaggerate his enthusiasm 
and that a buyer is likely to take such 
statements with a grain of salt. 
Sellers are well aware of the dif­ 
ference between the two kinds of 
questions. The stockbroker who 
assures you that a certain stock “ has a 
terrific potential” (matter of opinion) 
will probably choose his words more 
carefully when you inquire about the 
company’s dividend record or out­ 
standing debt (matters of fact). 
Consider an actual case. A customer 
buying a short-wave radio asked the 
salesman whether it would get 
broadcasts from Home. The salesman 
assured him it would. 
But it wouldn’t. The customer 
demanded his money back, and a court 
ruled in his favor. 
‘‘The radio, so far as getting Rome is 
concerned, is a failure,” observed the 
judge. ‘‘The warranty is breached.”

EDITOR S NOTE: This is the first 
installment of a five-part Easter series 
about Pontius Pilate, the Roman em­ 
pire’s procurator of Judea and the 
judge at the trial in which Jesus was 
condemned. It is based on recorded 
history and the Bible, except for sec­ 
ondary mood and conversational inci­ 
dentals.

The steady pounding of the Mediter­ 
ranean against the man-made seawall 
blended now with another massive, 
surging sound — the footfalls and 
shouts of angry thousands. Pontius 
Pilate stepped to an outer balcony and 
clenched his lips. 
“ Barbarians,” he muttered. “ These 
natives need a taste of Etruscan 
steel.” 
A vast horde of them poured into 
Rome’s provincial capital at Caesarea 
in Judea, funneling through the gates, 
filling the brick streets, converging on 
the newly appointed procurator s 
palace. Pilate sent his chamberlain to 
fetch the garrison 
military 
com­ 
mander. 
From the gathering, clamorous mul­ 
titude, he could hear fragments of 
their 
howling. 
‘‘Abomination! 
. . . Down with the images! . . . 
No heathen idols for us!” Along the 
coastal road, out of the hills, they 
streamed, a raging, ragtag flood of 
them. 
Pilate knew the cause of their up­ 
roar, although he hadn t expected its 
size and fury. He deliberately had or­ 
dered the imperial emblems hoisted in 
Jerusalem, 
bearing the venerated 
images of the 
Roman emperor 
Tiberius. It was time to make clear to 
these unruly Jews their real sovereign 
and lord. 
As noted by Flavius Josephus, the 
pro-Roman historian of that period, 
Pilate had acted ‘‘to abolish Jewish 
laws” 
against graven 
images by 
brazenly flaunting them and introduc­ 
ing the effigies of the deified emperor 
into the heart of Jewish life, their holy 
city of Jerusalem. 
This harsh step, undertaken stealth­ 
ily by Pilate’s troops under cover of 
darkness, marked the beginning of his 
10-year rule over the occupied colony 
of Judea in 779 Ab Urbe Condita, “from 
the founding of the city” of Rome, 26 
A.D. of the modern calendar. 
It was just about that time that Jesus 
of Nazareth started 
his ministry 
among the poor of the land, the am- 
haaretz. ‘ The time is fulfilled, and the 
kingdom of God is at hand,” he pro- 
ulalined. That kingdom was not, how­ 
ever, the new reign of Pontius Pilate. 
On the contrary, it was part of a 
deep-rooted, smouldering religious 
fire that licked at pagan Rome’s dom­ 


ination from the start, including Pi­ 
late, finally convulsing the land and 
permeating the world. 
Pilate was the fifth of the Roman 
governors that had ruled in Judea 
since 6 A.D., when Archelaus, a son of 
Rome’s vassal king, Herod the Great, 
was deposed in a maelstrom of Jewish 
insurrection and replaced by prefects 
of the emperor himself to crush the re­ 
sistance. 
It had continued sporadically, 
however, ever since. 
Now the newly arrived Roman gov­ 
ernor, picked by Tiberius to succeed 
Valerius Gratus, faced his first brush 
with native defiance. He was a tough 
military man, a product of Rome’s 
conquering legions, an officer of the 
equestrian rank, second only to the 
empire’s ruling senatorial aristocracy. 
His cognomen, Pilatus, derived from 
the pilum, the six-foot Roman spear. 
In his new assignment, he was “ pro­ 
curator cum potestate” with full civil, 
military and criminal jurisdiction over 
this province of rebellious Jews. He 
apparently was recommended for the 
post by the emperor’s powerful, anti- 
Semitic counselor, Se janus. 
While some modern accounts por­ 
tray Pilate as concerned with justice, 
ancient history relates three specific 
occasions on which he massacred 
large numbers of people. The Bible 
mentions another of his mass slaugh­ 
ters and a group crucifixion. He was 
finally recalled by the emperor for ex­ 
cessive cruelty. 
Pilate had determined on a Judean 
policy of iron discipline, of stern 
measures to impress on these con- 
stantlv insurgent subiects that Rome 
was their master, that awe must be 
shown the emperor, whether they liked 
it or not. After all, Tiberius himself 
had laid down the motto: 
‘‘Let them hate me so long as they 
fear me.” 
A tribune, commander of Iblate’s 
headquarters cohort, was ushered into 
the governor’s chambers, reporting 
what Pilate already surmised — that a 
huge segment of Jerusalem’s people 
had marched 400 furlongs I about 50 
miles) to Caesarea to demand removal 
of the imperial standards set up in 
their capital city. 
“ They contend the images of our 
sacred emperor is contrary to re­ 
ligion,” the tribune went on contemp­ 
tuously. “ It doesn t make sense. All 
Jerusalem is said to be in turmoil.” 
“ A pack of crazed jackals,” Pilate 
mused, turning his officer’s “ vitus” 
staff in his fingers. A military symbol 
of discipline, the short, smoothed vine 
staff often was used on the backs of 
subordinates. Iblate had kept it from 
his legion days “ We’ll twist their 
tails,” he added. 


While all the previous Roman gover­ 
nors had avoided offending Jewish 
sensibilities by keeping sculptures and 
other representations of Caesar out of 
Jerusalem, Pilate had decided to 
break the opposition. Using a clandes­ 
tine strategem, a kind that would mark 
his methods, he had the military 
standards bearing the emperor’s like­ 
ness unfurled from the city’s parapets 
in the middle of the night to present the 
Jews with a fait accompli. 
As Rome's chronicler of Jewish life, 
Josephus, describes the reaction, 
“ This excited a very great tumult 
among the Jews when it was day . . . A 
vast number of people came running 
into the country. These came zealously 
to I blate to Caesarea, and besought 
him to carry those ensigns out of Jeru­ 
salem.” 
Iblate directed the tribune to herd 
the rabble-rousers into the hippo­ 
drome, if it would hold them, and set 
up the portable judgment seat there. 
Shortly, a palace guard escorted Pilate 
to the dais. He stood there until the 
throng grew quiet, and then spoke: 
“ In the name of our sovereign lord 
Tiberius, emperor of the entire world, 
I have been empowered to rule this 
province of Judea-Samaria, to main­ 
tain its peace, oversee its tribunals, 
collect its revenues, patrol its terri­ 
tories and serve Caesar. We honor him 
openly and our military banners sig­ 
nify it. They will not be removed. You 
shall desist from this disturbance and 
return to your homes, or incur the 
w rath of Caesar.” 
With that, he abruptly left the plat­ 
form and strode back to his villa, fol­ 
lowed by his adjutants — and also by a 
rising, shocked murmur mg of the 
crowd. 
He had assumed his firm stand 
would settle the matter. It didn't. The 
massed gathering stayed there, 
throughout the night and through tile 
next day, seething with relentless in­ 
dignation, Uke some herculean, growl­ 
ing beast. 
I blate let them bleat and broil. 
They’d wear out in time, get hungry, 
bo ne-sore and disperse. But they didn’t 
leave. They stretched out on tin' 
ground, a giant human carpet, twist­ 
ing, protesting, heaving. Pilate’s 
nerves ravelled and his wife, Claudia 
Procula, gave him dark, questioning 
stares. 
He was aware of these people's 
strange religiois code forbidding any 
“ graven image” or any likeness of 
anything for adoration. “ You shall not 
bow down to them or serve them,” 
their law commanded. The jews wor­ 
shipped some ineffable, unseen God 
that couldn’t be portrayed, and as Pi­ 
late recognized, their belief rivaled the 
Roman state pantheon represented by 


the divine Caesar. 
“ Savage fanatics,” Pilate fumed. 
“ Undisciplined, seditious ruck. We 
must teach them a lesson, once and 
permanently.” 
“ They are firm,” Procula said. 
“ You’ve always praised firmness.” 
He glared at her. They had married 
shortly before he was promoted to this 
troublous but important outpost. Judea 
stood at the crossroads of three conti­ 
nents, Asia, Europe and Africa, a 
lynchpin of the empire, but it had 
churned with uprisings ever since 
Julius Caesar conquered it in 63 B.C. 
No other colony in all the empire 
gave Rome such difficulties in main­ 
taining control as the little, religiously 
impassioned stretch of peninsula along 
the western end of the great sea. The 
Jews refused even minimal allegiance 
to the Roman gods. 
The paramount duty of the pro­ 
curators, as Iblate saw it, was to 
smother the resistance. He would not 
flinch from battering heads to do it. 
The initial siege against him went on 
for five days and five nights at his sea­ 
coast headquarters city of Caesarea, 
built in imposing Roman style, with its 
temple to the gods, its colossal statue 
of Augustus, its baths, drill fields, tur­ 
reted walls and semicircular harbor 
ringed by an artificially built wall of 
rock. 
Iblate watched, ;uul the crowd not 
only did not shrink; it grew, and so did 
his anger. On the sixth day, he in­ 
structed the garrison’s commander to 
jx)st a heavy detachment of infantry, 
cavalry and spearmen lunier the 
stadium galleries, and when Pilate ap­ 
peared, to surround the protesting 
demonstrators, awaiting his signal to 
unsheath their weapons. 
Allowing time for the preparations, 
Iblate strode to the outdoor platform. 
Hie troops clattered into a menacing 
circle around the demonstrators. He 
spoke coldly: 


“ 1116 imperial emblems which you 
insult with your commotion shall not 
be removed, now or at any time. It 
would lie an injury to Caesar. Your ef­ 
frontery avails naught. I command 
you. for the last time, disband, cease 
this disorder!” 


Their rebuff slammed back at him. 
“ Down with them! Down with the 
profanations! No defilement of the 
holy city!” 


He stepped back and signaled to the 
tribune. With a clanking of metal, the 
troops unsheathed their weapons. 
“ You will be cut to pieces if you do not 
submit at once and leave off this dis­ 
turbance," Iblate warned. 
Madly, unitedly, as if with one singu­ 
larly w ild mind, they knelt down and 
lured their necks, inviting the drawn 
blades. “ We would rather be slain than 
transgress our law and our God,” one 
shouted. Others joined in the reckless 
defiance, tilting their bared necks. 
Iblate stiffened, the veins hardening 
around his eyes. “ We would rather be 
slain . . .’’ They were like lambs in a 
slaughter pen. helpless, yet daring 
him. He hesitated. A gesture, and they 
would die. 
Yet he feared having his first report 
to Tiberius tell of his massacre of an 
unarmed, unresisting crowd. It would 
make him look shakily impetuous. He 
didn’t mind their dying, but he coveted 
his rising career. He drew in his breath 
and blared at them: 
“ I was merely testing your serious­ 
ness. The standards will be removed.” 
A roar of jubilation went up as he 
stormed off the platform, frustrated, 
furious. Next time it would go dif- 
ferently, and deadlier. But he would 
have to work from die inside, not from 
a 
lofty 
distance. 
He 
still 
would 
Romanize these lieggars. But he him­ 
self had learned a lesson about han­ 
dling them.

Boycott Set 


INDIO, Calif. IAP) — Farm labor 
organizer Cesar Chavez says he plans 
a mass exodus from the fields and a 
renewed nationwide table grape 
boycott after an announcement that 
contracts won with growers in the* 
Coachella Valley have been lost to the 
Teamsters Union. 


Chavez’ United Farm Workers 
Union, AFI/-CIO, won the first farm 
labor contracts with grape growers in 
U.S. history in 1970 following a two- 
year boycott, strikes and some vio­ 
lence in the fields. 


A Teamsters spokesman announced 
Sunday that his union had signed field 
worker contracts with 85 per cent of 
the table grape growers in this fertile 
southeastern 
California 
area, 
providing for an immediate pay hike 
from $2 to $2.30 an hour. 
Two major grow ers said they 
renewed contracts with UFWU early 
Sunday, but a union spokesman said no 
final agreements have lx»en reached. 
H ie UMWU’s contract with the val­ 
ley’s 15 table grape producers expired 
at midnight Saturday after several 
weeks of negotiations. The union has 
lx»en asking an initial raise to $2.70, the 
maximum provided in the Teamsters’ 
four-year pact.

Crash Barriers For Ohio 
Interstates To Be Installed 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(AP)—Impact 
absorbers to cut damage and death are 
to be installed on interstate highways 
throughout Ohio, the state tran­ 
sportation department said Friday. 
Transportation director J. Philip 
Kichley said the impact absorbing 
devices will be installed at 43 locations 
in the first stage of the program in 
Akron, 
Cincinnati, 
Cleveland, 
Columbus, 
Dayton, 
Toledo 
and 
Youngstown. 


He said the second stage will involve 
installation on limited access high­ 
ways, four lane rural highways, urban 
through routes with speed limits above 
35 miles per hour, roadways which 
carry more than 5,000 vehicles a day 
and all remaining federal-aid high­ 
ways in that order. 
The absorbers—-called by highway 
officials, impact attenuators—are of 
throe types. 
The Hydro-Cell type is a device 
similar to water-filled bumpers that 
Lire in use on taxi cabs in some urban 
areas They are made up of a series of 
fluid-filled cells which collapse in 
.sequence on impact. These stop the 
.striking vehicle slowly. 
A second type is known as a Fitch 
Barrel. This consists of a series of fiber 
liarrels sometimes filled with sand. 
The Fitch Barred works on the same 
principle of the Hydro-Cell. 
I’he thin! type is called a Texas 


Barrel. These barrels are arranged in 
series with metal clips separating 
them to control the rate of collapse.

Results were released today con­ 
cerning a study conducted by the Ohio 
State Highway Patrol to determine the 
feasibility of increasing the speed limit 
of trucks on Ohio’s interstate high­ 
ways. 
“ All evidence revealed in the study 
indicates that trucks, especially the 
larger trucks, are already over-in­ 
volved in highway crashes, particular­ 
ly the severe injury and fatal acci­ 
dents, and that an increase in the 
speed limit would drastically increase 
crash injuries and fatalities,” Colonel 
Robert M. Chiaramonte, Patrol super­ 
intendent, stated. 
Statistics show that in collisions be­ 
tween passenger cars and trucks, an 
average of 39.2 fatalities occur in the 
passenger cars for each fatality in the 
trucks. In car-truck accidents involv­ 
ing large interstate trucks, 60 times as 
many fatalities occur in passenger 
cars as in these trucks. 
O u r study shows that in over half of 
the accidents in which trucks are in­ 
volved, the truck driver and-or his 
equipment are the primary causes of 
the crash,” Colonel Chiaramonte said.

“ Blast effects,” or air turbulence 
around large trucks, affects the stabil­ 
ity of small vehicles passing or being 
passed. These blast effects can cause a 
passing car to be pulled in as much as 
4.7 feet toward the truck or pushed 3.3 
feet away from the truck. 


These aerodynamic disturbances 
become critical with adverse weather 
and road conditions and present a real 
hazard to smaller cars, cars towing 
trailers, small vans, and camper com­ 
binations. 


“ In reviewing the evidence compiled 
in this study, it is obvious that if speed 
limits for trucks are increased we may 
expect a considerable increase in 
truck-related accidents, and particu­ 
larly in accident severity, injuries, and 
fatalities,” the Colonel said. 
Chiaramonte based this conclusion 
on the following: 
1. Higher speeds will encourage 
companies and drivers to cover 
greater distances which will only ag­ 
gravate the driver fatigue problem 
which already exists. 
2. Stopping distances, presently a 
primary problem, will increase with 
greater speeds. 
3. Blast effects will increase in 
severity, thus becoming an influencing 
factor for the loss of control of a 
greater number of vehicles. 
“ Higher speed limits for trucks may 
be advantageous to a few, but may 
|)rove to be disastrous to the safety of 
the majority of Ohio’s highway users,” 
Colonel Chiaramonte concluded

Washington Report 


The HoiLse of Representatives is con­ 
sidering a new fedora 1-aid highway bill 
which the F’ublic Works Committee 
recently reported to Congress. Among 
the legislation’s three-year authoriza­ 
tions are provisions for urban mass 
transit, rural and urban highways and 
highway safety. 
P erh ap s the m ost co n tro v e rsial 
aspect of this legislation is that it does 
not “bust tin’ tru st” — the highway 
trust fund, that is — for m ass transit. 
'I Ii ere are several very convincing 
reasons why I believe it should not. 
When Congress passed the Federal 
Highway Act of 1956, it was very care- 
f ii I iv 
after considerable deliberation 
provided for full federal financing of 
the new highway program by special 
taxes on the Nation’s motor vehicle 
users. The program was designed for a 
Sjjecific purpose. 'Hie special tax pro- 
j r un was to produce the revenues for 
the early completion of tile National 


Sv stem of Interstate and defense High­ 
ways and for the modernization and 
im provem ent of o th er fed eral-aid 
roads. 
Since its inception, the highway trust 
lurid has been the sole source of reve­ 
nues 
for 
the federal-aid 
highway 
authorizations. 
It 
is 
im portant 
to 
realize, therefore, that the highway 
program has received no appropria­ 
tions from the general funds. It has not 
lieen at Ute expense of any other j>ro- 
grain nor has it, at any time, rep re­ 
sented a drain on the federal budget. 
'Hie law' specifically provided that 
the federal expenditure for highways 
had to lie governed by the taxes that 
were being paid into the highway trust 
lurid by Hie highway users. If the taxes 
were not coming in, the highway 
authorizations could not he m ade. If 
the new! did not exist, the law would 
have been repealed. 
Moreover, the specific purpose for 
which these taxes, and these taxes 
alone, were levied has not as yet been 
accomplished. Hie national system of 
interstate and defense highways is 
only two-thirds complete. In addition, 
there is a growing backlog of other 
needed highway projects. Any in­ 
vasion of the trust fund for other pur- 
Imi es would constitute a breach of 
faith with the American driving public 
and further set hack the completion of 
vital highway projects. The highway 
trust fund, therefore, should rem ain 
intact to do the job for which it was de­ 
igned and created. In addition, the 
trust fund will only raise at present 
rates of revenue about one-half of the 
sum necessary to m eet the essential 
n eeds of the highways. Any diversion, 
therefore, would only aggravate an al- 
i » ady difficult situation and lead to the 
further deterioration of our highways, 
plus depriving us of needed highway 
safety m easures.

Recognizing the increasing need for 
adequate m ass transit in congested 
m etro p o litan a re a s , how ever, the 
highway bill allows the use of highway 
trust funds for various highway-orient­ 
ed m ass transit aids such as exclusive 
and preferential bus lanes, fringe 
forking facilities and bus loading 
areas and shelters. It also perm its 
states who decide not to use urban 
highway system funds for highways to 
return the money to the federal gov­ 
ernm ent and to receive a like amount 
for m ass transit from general funds. 
T hree billion d o llars in c o n tra c t 
authority for aid to m ass transit would 
b* provided from the general funds. 
The bill also allows a deletion of urban 
Interstate routes, with any subsequent 
funds going to m ass transit again com ­ 
ing from general revenues. 
Finally, the vitally im portant life 
saving and accident preventing high­ 
way safety program s which I have 
lieen .seeking for the last two years 
have also been included in the legisla­ 
tion. 'ITiis portion of the legislation in­ 
cludes greatly increased funding for 
state and community highway safety 
grants and creates new “action” pro­ 
gram s for rail-highway grade cross­ 
ings, 
improvement 
of 
high-hazard 
accid en t locations, elim in atio n of 
roadside obstacles, bridge replace­ 
ment and reconstruction, and the most 
im portant highway m arking program . 
I am hopeful that Congress will en­ 
act this legislation promptly, as I be­ 
lieve it realistically a p p r o a c h e s both 
rural and urban transportation needs 
and would help to make our highways 
among the safest to travel in the world.

But he said in an in­ 
terview: “ We will raise her this year. 
There is no doubt about it.” 


Some people question whether 
Woolley has the money, the technical 
ability and the legal right to do the job. 
He claims he has solved all these 
problems. 
“ People laugh at me,” he admits. 
“ You have to expect that if you are 
going to do something different.” 
Woolley, a bachelor, is serious. He 
has been married to a dream for 20 
years. During that time, he has 


collected every scrap of available 
information about the 46,328-ton 
Titanic, the largest ship afloat when 
she hit an iceberg at full speed off the 
coast of Newfoundland on her maiden 
voyage and sank. Of the 2,224 persons 
aboard, 1,513 drowned.

Despite on-the-see ne reports from 
newsmen who saw the South Viet­ 
nam ese armored column and gunships 
in Cambodia on Sunday and today, the 
Saigon command denied that any of its 
forces had crossed the border. 
Field reports said the crossing was 
made last Friday from the Vietnam ese 
town of Tinh Bien. 125 m iles w est of 
S aigon , after 
C om m unist troops 
burned out a village on the Cambodian 
side. About 500refugees stream ed into 
South Vietnam. 
Associated Press photographer Neal 
Ulevich reported from Tinh Bien that 
two columns of South Vietnam ese ar­ 
m ored 
personnel 
c a rriers 
had 
penetrated about 500 yard s into 
Cambodian territory. 
No fighting was reported in the Tinh 
Bien region Monday, but 15 truckloads 
of troops were seen moving toward the 
border from Chau Doc, the provincial 
capital.
